The  pica  that  prohibition  tloei  not  pro| 
hibit  has  gone  to  seed,  and  the  whisky^ 
journals  now  say  that  it  does  prohibit,  and 
that  they— the  whisky  m^n— mt  st  rise  up 
and  take  charge  of  the  offeces  of  the  gov-j 
eminent  or  their  business)  is  rui  led.  They 
will  use  money  by  the  millions  for  the  nc-! 
complishment  of  this  purrtose,  and  their  Ag- 
gregated-capital  is  greater  than  ' all  the 
railroad  corporations  in  tilije  Uni  :e<I  States. 
Every  vice  in  the  catalogue  of  c ime  is  fos- 
tered by  this  power.  Thc)y  app'al  to  the! 
passions  pf  apjxtite,  and  jlijst,  a:  id  avarice 
and  each  of  these  numli^r  its  \ ictims  by 
hundreds  and  b)r  thousands.

There  arc  millidn*  of  intelligeift,  warm 
hearted  people  in  the  world  thatj 
ter  the  floor  of  a church  house, 
see  a wedding  or  attend  a funfral.  The 
gravity  bf  this  question  is  sure  tjo  force  it- 
self upon  every  live  church  nnd  tf 
preacher.  This  iikeaus  empty 
empty  pews  naturally  suggests  “Filling 
the  pews,"  the  subject  of  this  article. 

HOW  CAN  Vph  FILL  THE  P*  iVS  ?

So  many  church  clerks  fuil  to  make  any 
report  ottlic  Sunday  School  work  done  by 
the  church, jthat  the  figures  are  almost  use- 
less, and  yet  they  are  helpful  in  showing  at 
least  a partial  view  of  the  condition.  We 
sadly  need;some  remodeling  in  the  method 
of  reporting.  The  Sunday  School  left  out 
of  a church  letter  to  the  association  does 
not  necessarily  menu  that  there  is  no  Sun- 
day School.

thkes  some  trouble  to  look  up  the  records, 
and  it  b easier  just  to  leave  it  out,  or  it 
may  mean  that  the  good  church  meant  to 
pot  it  in  and  forgot  it.  Any  way,  it  very 
often  is  not  in. 

With  so  much  by  way  of  preface,  let’s 
take  a look  at  the  figures. 

There  are  six  associations  without  a 
Sunday  School.  At  least,  that  is  what  we 
print  and  send  out  to  the  world  and  to  fu- 
ture generations  as  the  fac  s in  the  case. 
A remarkable  thing  also;  is  that  four  of 
the  associations  report  Sunday  Schools, 
hot  no  scholars.  All  of;  which  goes  to 
show,  not  the  Sunday  School  condition, 
but  the  need  of  better  itatistical  reports. 

Only  six  associations  in  the  entire  state 
report  more  than  nj  thousand  Sunday 
School  scbhlars  enrolled.  And  not  one  in 
the  state  shows  as  many  Sunday  Schools 
as  there  are  churches.  There  is  no  good 
reason  why  thete  shod  Id  not,  in  every  case, 
be  a larger  number  of  Sunday  Schools  and 
a much  larger  enrollment'  of  scholars  than 
ot  church  members. 

Mississippi  is  not  the  least  of  the  sister- 
hood of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 
There  are  ii*  other  states,  not  counting 
the  District  of  Columbia,  not  so  well  off  in 
the  matter  of  Sanday  Schools,  and  yet 
with  a report  showing  more  than  six  hun- 
dred more  churches  than  Sunday  Schools, 
and  witb  about  eighty  thousand  church 
members  not  in  the  Sunday  School,  some- 
thing is  Ifikdly  needed.  If  it  is  a true  re- 
cord, more  schools  an-  needed;  if  it  is  not  a 
true  record;  better  statistics  are  needed. 

The  importance  of  accurate  statistics  can 
hardly  be  overestimated.  Bro.  Leaved, 
your  wide  awake  Sunday  School  man,  will 
neOer  he  able  to  do  his  best  jvork  until  he 
knows  something  of  the  conditions.  The 
kind  of  wiork  needed  in  an  association 
where  tlfert  are  no  Sunday  Schools,  is  of  a 
very  different  nature  from  the  work  need- 
ed in  on*  where  there  are  schools  in  con- 
nection with  all  of  the  churches.
